Con.sider the philosophical tribute which came from 
the lips of Edward Cronau. a retired farm er, living 
in Ravenna, who farm ed successfully in central Ne­ 
braska for nearly half a century , 
‘‘N ature is a won­ 
derful m other." he .said in minimizing the .seriousness 
of a prolonged ab.sence of rain or .snow’ in the state 
since last September. "M an and boy , in my 44 y ears 
here I’ve never known her to fail us.” 
Mr. Cronau did not mean tha t every .sea.son brought 
forth record-breaking y ields of grain. 
Undoubtedly , 
he. along with his neighbors, ex jy erlenced the good 
y ears along with the bad. 
There were times when 
rain came just at the right time, when the soil was 
plentifully supplied with moi.sture throughout the 
growing sea.son. when there was plenty of .sunshine to 
stim ulate growth, when hail held off until after the 
harvest, when destructive winds were ab.sent, when 
if man had ordered it he could not improve upon it. 
And, undoubtedly . Mr. Cronau has known y ears when 
drouth reduced y ields, but the .short production in one 
crop was compen.sated by the abundance in another. 
Perhaps there were tim es when, as in 1926, the prin­ 
cipal g ra it crops were a failure, or a near-failure. 
But N ature more than made good her oversight the 
following .sea.son. 
Mo.st of us live too much in the 
pre.sent. 
We do not endeavor to .see from one y ear 
to another. 'That which claims our im m ediate a tte n ­ 
tion is all there Ls. notwith.standing tha t for ages this 
earth has been improving, while the m aterial status 
of its people has grown better. 
N ature is a wonderful mother. 
She is all-wi.se and far-.seeing. 
She understands 
the needs of plant life and anim al life far better 
than m an. who is the mo.st intelligent of her creations. 
Back in 1926, wheat .shriveled and corn burned up; 
we looked upon tha t as a great di.saster. Since before 
the beginning of the war we had been taking great 
crops of corn and wheat, and oats from the soil of 
this .state 
We had been robbing the land of its 
fertility and in very few in.stances had we been put­ 
ting any thing back 
We know now tha t the partial 
or complete crop failure in some .sections of the state 
was a good thing. 
It gave land which had been 
worked too continuously a m uch-needed rest. 
The 
ab.sence of rain perm itted the soil to store up soluble 
plant food, so tha t in the succeeding .season, with an 
abundance of rain and .sunshine, it was able to bring 
forth one of the greatest crops ever produced in Nc- 
bra.ska.

A VARIETY OF LANGUAGES. 
Although agitation for im m ediate Filipino inde­ 
pendence has to a very great ex tent subsided and it 
now seems probable tha t the dem ocrats in national 
convention will for the first tim e since 1898 fail to 
make .such demand, there are w ithout doubt many 
people who still believe tha t com plete self governm ent 
is being wrongfully withheld from the people of the 
Lslands. 
T hat great progress has been m ade .since the ad- 
minLstration of the Philippines was taken over by 
the United States no one acquainted with the situa­ 
tion will attem pt to deny , but a little unprejudiced 
.study upon the part of any one will be sufficient to 
convince tha t student tha t the tim e for complete 
independence is far in the future. 
T hat a plebiscite on the m atter, such as was pro­ 
vided for in a bill enacted by the Filipino legislature 
and vetoed by Pre.sident Coolidge. would be farcical 
in the ex treme, will be realized when it is known 
tha t in the islands there are spoken six ty separate 
and distinct dialects, beside a num ber of others tha t 
are not classified. 
Nine languages, including English 
and Spani.sh. have a con.slderable am ount of printed 
literature and several of these have their own news­ 
papers. 
For the others there is no literature w hat­ 
ever and m any of tho.se who speak in the dialects 
are unable to read or write. 
In the Philippines there are approx im ately a m il­ 
lion and a half people who lack any cultural con­ 
tact whatever with the government. 
They cannot 
read or write any language, and it naturally follows 
that in public m atters they are pawns of the chiefs, 
or tribal leaders, who are able to read a t least one 
of the nine languages in which governm ental me.« - 
sages or proclam ations are printed. 
These translate 
the governm ent docum ents in the m anner which best 
suits their own prejudices or ambitions. 
Those Filipinos who can read a t lea.st one of the 
nine languages or dialects in which official docu­ 
m ents are printed num ber ten millions and a great 
many of these, in addition to being able to use their 
own dialect, are al.so able to read either English or 
Spani.sh. 
M anifestly , however, there can be nothing 
in the way of real repre.sentative governm ent carried 
on by such a poly glot people. 
There m ust be at 
lea.st an approach toward a common language and 
the percentage of literacy mu.st be greatly rai.sed.

Once again the statem ent tha t death is the greatest 
force for democracy find.s em phasis in the funeral 
arrangem ents which were m ade for the burial of 
B ritain’s great m ilitary leader, Earl Haig. 
A notable gathering of the most distinguished men 
and women followed the body of the World war leader 
to We.stminster Abbey Friday , where repo.ses the a.shes 
of B ritain’s most fam ous and revered son.s. 
But in

Europe, who boasted of titles and roy al blood, the 
place of honor was reserved for two hum ble and 
faithful servants of Haig. Directly back of the casket, 
which was carried on the carriage of the gun u.sed 
to fire the first British shot in the World war, came 
Sergeant Secrett, Haig's tru.sted servant for fifty 
y ears, and an old war horse, which had carried 
Haig through the campaign.s in Prance.

today by Mrs. Edith Nourse Rogers,

Leighton of the national security 
league, speakers before the wom­ 
en’s patriotic conference on nation­ 
al defense. 
“ We must be armed for peace,” 
Mrs. Rogers declared, stressing that 
preparedne.ss should extend fully to 
a merchant marine and commercial 
expansion su; well as to the army 
and navy. She borrowed the navy’s 
designation as the “ first line of de­ 
fense’’ and applied it to the diplo­ 
matic service, arguihg that becau.se 
issues of war and peace “ have often 
hung upon the skill or the lack of 
it among our foreign representa­ 
tives,” the country should have the 
be.st men available in its foreign 
.service. 
Miss Leighton criticized members 
of her own sex who. she said, “ re­ 
duced to an emotional state that is 
almost insanity, take solemn pledges 
never to raLse a hand to help their 
native land in any war, defensive 
or offensive: never to roll a band­ 
age to staunch the woimd of one 
dying that they may live.”
